Rather than increase 
its iuternatioual complications, Chill has 
considered it prudent to yield.

part of South America has been so imper- 
fectly explored. Thosa who have visited it 
on expeditions of scientific discovery have 
not penetrated far iuto the interior, and it is 
astonishing how they differ concerning what 
little they have seen. One traveller describes 
it as a barren waste, sparsely populated and 
having no agricultural or mineral resources. 
Another credits it with being clothed with 
wild flowers and nutritious grasses; teemiii" 
with wild animals; rich iu coal, iron, copper 
and other minerals, ami peopled by u race of 
giants. The secret of our ignorance con- 
cerning tbe territory is really'due to tho ab- 
sence of commercial relations between it 
aud other countries. 


About fifteen years ago a Welsh colony 


was founded near tlie mouth of Uie river 
Cliupat, which stream empties inlo the At- 
lantic Ocean about forty-lour degrees south 
latitude. A contract was made by the colo- 
ists with the Argentine Republic for the land. 
Whenever the population readies twenty-five 
thousand the colony is lo take its plac« in 
the galaxy of states forming Hie Argentine 
Republic. Tbe founders of the colony en- 
tertain tbe visionary idea, however, of con- 
verting it some time or other into a new and 
independent Welsh piiucipality, governed by 
men of tlieir own race and laws written in 
their own tongue. 
For that purpose the 


Welsh language only is spoken in the colony. 
Since the establishment of tlie colony it has 
dragged along a somewhat uncertain exist- 
ence. 
But this has been due more particu- 


larly to the inexperience of the colonists than 
to (he barrenness of the country's resources. 
According to tbe reports of these colonists, 
Patagonia resembles California in many re- 
spects, especially i n the character of the sea- 
sons. 


By the cession of Patagonia Chili does 


lose, nor does the Argentine Republic gain 
much. 
Whatever may bp its resconrces, 


they are undeveloped, and in its present 
condition it adds nothing to nor takes any- 
thing from the available wealtb or popula- 
tion of either.— Son Francisco liullelin.

before tbe chickens were expected lo come 
out. 
One evening; I noticed that she was 


not acting like a setting lieu and I went to 
the nest in the barrel, thinking that my eggs 
would be spoiled. The barrel was lying on 
its side with the mouth towards the fence 
and only far enough from it to allow the 
ben to pass in and out. 
I put my hand in- 


to the barrel and was surprised and scared 
to fee! a soft, warm fur. 
Then I heard a 


cat mew and I called 'Tibbie.' The cat 
mewed again and I found it was my own. 
I tried to coax her out but she wouldn't 
come. She was lying with the eggs gathered 
under her and I concluded to let her stay 
there. She stuck lo Ihe nesl for lliree days, 
coming out occasionally to get something to 
eat and scampering back as soon as she had 
salisficd her appetite. A week ago last 
Sunday morning I went into the yard and 
heard the 'peep' of some ch ickens. 1 looked 
into the barrel aud there saw five chickens 
which the cat was licking. The sixth shell 
was broken but the chicken had not come 
out. I ran in aud told Tom—that's iny hus- 
band—of my discovery, but he laughed at 
me and said I was trying to fool bira into 
getting up early on a Sunday morning. 
That evening the cat brought five chickens 
up into the kitchen. Tlie sixth had died. I 
carried the barrel in arid put it in tlie front 
room and they took possession of it and 
seemed comfortable. Butwitliin a day or 
two so many people came to see them that 
Tibbie got uneasy and carried oft 
1 her fam- 


ily. She hid them under an old closet down 
stairs, where I found them.

Tibbie was lying curled up on a feather 


pillow in the cage witb her foster family 
around her. Two of them were straddled 
over her back and two more were nestled 
between her legs.

—Ccmous FACTS ABOUT ANTS.—Mr. E. 


Gittins, of Tivoli, Queensland, in a letter to 
the editor of the Journal of 4'cience, com- 
municates some interesting facts concerning 
ants. 
He writes:—"If meat shows tlie 


least possible tendency to decompose—and 
it will do so in the course of twelve hours 
in summer—the ants will find it, though 
suspended by a wire or string from the 
house-lop or Ihe top of a tent. The ant per- 
ceived decomposing animal matter at a long 
distance, and does not gn exploring for such 
matter, but goe? straight to it from the ant- 
Iiill. A snake killed in the bush is generally 
placed on tlie branch of a tiee, so as to be 
seen by travellers, and as soon as decompo- 
sition sets in the ants find it, and the flesh 
is soon carried off to the ant-hill; even their 
own comrades, when killed, are carried 08 
to the underground cells. 
They never stay 


to feed, but they take up the booty and ofT 
they go." 
The writer thea describes a 


number of experiments, showing that por- 
tions of meat placed near ant-roads were 
overlooked till putrefaction set in, and 
then eagerly carried off. He remarks that 
"ants that feed on saccharine mailer are as 
difficult to keep oft as the carrion-feeders ; 
they smell the sugar, and endeavor to get at 
it wherever it may be placed. 
The largest 


kind of sugar-ants will feed until the cold 
air of night comes on, and then fill into a 
stupor and there remain during the day." 
We should feel much obliged, says the edi- 
tor, if our correspondent would determine 
tho two following points : 
Whether bis 


meat ants prefer lainted meat to fresh when 
both are placed equally near, as, c. g., close 
to one of their roads; and whether they will 
attack animal matter in an advanced stage 
of decomposition ? It certainly seems that 
they occupy a more prominent place among

cieatnery. it has relieved the farmer's fam- 
ily of a heavy bmdan of work, by bilnglng 
associated ell'ort and capital to bear upon it; 
it Iins fjreatly Impiovcd the <iuali(y of HIP ! 
product, by Iho possibility of 'Hipigliiti! and I 
jiayirif; the best skill; iL 1ms totally levolu- ' 
tioiil/.ed the practice of dairying, by iiitiudtic- 
Ing winter butter making; and it has sup- 
plied consumers with a product of the best 
quality, which comes to them fresh and lino- 
ly flavored. In addition, it has olleied a 
liome market for the fanner's milk, and 1ms 
vastly extended the production and co-i- 
pumrtion of butter. As an example of what 
has been eilcctcd by llio Introduction of tlie 
creamery system may be mentioned in con- 
trast the former and the present position of 
AVestorn dairying. Not morn than two 
) cais ago "Western" was a briincl of reproach 
on a butter llrkln, and commission agunts 
lui) a low scale of pi ires established and 
•iiioted specially for western butter. Then 
i-^eiy western farmer undo his own Imltor. 
I'm one good dairy tlieio \veru ninety and 
nine inferior or bad ones. But the cood 
butter sold for no more at the village stores 
than Hie bail, and all was lumped logcther. 
All shades and Uavors were mingled, worked 
over, and packed by the unskillful atorckocii- 
<T for the eastci n market, where it came to 
consumers, who luul tl.o pick of the best of 
ol the near-by dairies; and it was, eonso- 
<iuently,sold at the lowest pi ices, even on a 
low range made expressly tor it. 
Now 


"Western" creamery takes tho (list premi- 
ums at the laiis and dairy exhibitions, and 
ranks some cents per pound above that of 
I he choicest Xuw Vork Stale dairies in I ho 
Now York City mai l;ct- This is because tho 
eieameiy docs tlio woik of a hundred farm- 
ers' wi.'es, many of whom had but moderate 
or Inleiior ekiil, by tho hands of one skillful 
daiiyman or woman, and ptoduces butter 01 
one even quality all' tho year round, at a 
tenth of the foimer cost, for labor and mate- 
) lals. The necessity for keeping the cream- 
•.'iy at woik the year round ltd to the prac- 
t iee of having cows fresh in the wiuter; and, 
with all the conveniences tlmt wore possible 
;is to warmth and even temperature in the 
factory, butter has been made as easily and 
»3 well in winter us in summer. 
Besides, 


the creamery managers havo educated tho 
lai mere in regaid to better methods of feed- 
ing and caring for cows and managing milk, 
so that their products are pure aiid of the 
best quality. 


These have been some of tlie benefits 


which have accuned from the establishment 
of creameries, Jiot only in tho West hut 
everywhere. 
Others, not by any means 


unworthy of regaid, might be referred to — 
In thr shape of of relief lu tho farmers' fami- 
lies from niucli drudgery ami sloppy woik 
in and about the daily and barns, and the 
consequent ability of women to devote more 
time to household affairs and the cultmo of 
themselves and their children. In this moral 
point of view the benefit has been probably 
even greater Ilian the inatciial advantages 
derived fiom the economy of a division of 
labor am! the ell'eetiveness ol co-oneiaMvo 
dibits. 


Creameries have been managed as joint- 


stock or co-operativo affairs, owned by the 
"patrons," as those who furnish tho milk 
have bceu called; and also as distinct prop- 
erties, owned and managed by otliere, "who 
purchase tho milk or cream or make the bnt- 
lei for a certain sum per pound. The tatter, 
as might be cxpccled, have turned out to be 
moic satisfactory, from the diffiunlty of re- 
conciling so many diverse interests. A 
creamery may bo profitably 
established 


where there are 150 or more cows. 
The 


number named is the least that can be work- 
ed with proiit, except under very favorable 
circumstances. The cost or a well furnished 
establishment is about $0,000, and but litllo I 
more is required to work up the milkof «n,0 
or 1,000 cows. Fifteen hundred Uollais niav 
build up and equip a very fair creamery Mr ; 
YM cons. It is to ho remembered thr-.* tlio 
larger the number o( cows the less tLe wist 
ot equipment in piopoition. The iwiikllng 
should belong and narrow — ihuub 15 foot 
by i!3 is a convenient shape — and divided 
into two rooms, one for setting Sue milk in 
vats and the other for churning nnd work- 
ing the butter. Less room is required whero 
Ihureis a cool spring of water available, as 
then deep earn may be used, which reyuiie 
no moro than 10. inches each way for j; 
quarts of milk. With shallow pans or vats, 
lour times as much space would be required! 
Where tlicie is no spring, but plenty of ice 
is available, the-cold closet used in the Har- 
din system Is Ihc most, economical of room. 
iCither an abundant cold spring or an abun- 
dance of ice is necessary for success in a 
creamery. On the wholc.the latter is the more 
convenient and elective and is always to bo 
relied upon. 1'lans lor creameries can" be pro- 
cured from exports, in which every detail of 
construction ami management is given; and >' 
it would be cheaper to pay a Rood round sum (' 
lor a good plan than to find afterward that a il 
mistake had been made in some vital joint, '! 
which would be ten times moro costly to |! 
remedy. An association of farmers, may be I 
1 


made to own a cieamcry and to. migago a 
competent dairyman to work it. Mio-assom- 
tiou purchasing tho milk orcrein.or charg- 
ing a sum, usually three cen:« a, pound or 
thereabouts, for-, making ilie butler. 
The 


skim milk is worked up. into cheese, ;!0 
pounds of milk generally, make one pound 
of butter and one pound of cheese. The 
members of tho association 
individually 


would stjll their milk, to the company, as if 
they were uninterested pities. This, per- 
haps, will be the most convenient and satis- 
factory manner of conducting the creamery 
excepting where it is owned and the business 
managed by one private individual. The [' 
success of the business so far has had till 
etlect of greatly extending it, and tVsita ar 
now thousands of creameries, suijvUivid liu-"o 
where six years ago one was a tarity. Il 
cllect has been to greatly oniNuice the valu 
ot dairy products, by exaitiijg their qualitj 
and it has brought millions of, dollars lot 
tho pockets of fartosis, with acorrasnondiu 
advantage to th» consumers, who have beci 
equal gainers.. It has done this by bringim 
to bear upon tlie manufacture of a staple" 
product all tho advantages, to ho derive* 
from the employment of labor-saving inachin 
erjr and steam-power, the dl vision of labor 
and the concentration of effort and skill inU 
each separate department. And it is a mat- 
ter of history, as well as of scientific oertaiuty 
that these Jiave and. will always succeed bet- 
ter than individual and etude efforts.— 
York Times.
